The Ameer and His Wives.—There is much 
domestic excitement throughout Afghanistan consequent 
троп the reforming zeal of the Ameer, who has decreed by 
beat of drum that none of his subjects shall have more than 
four wives, as prescribed by Mohammedan law, All wives 
in excess of the legal number are to be at once divorced, 
under heavy penalties for non-compliance ; and practically 
every household is in a state of uproar while the vexed 
question as to who is to go and who may remain is being 
debated among the ladies and! their lords and masters 
The Ameer himself has set the example, and has divorced 
all his wives except four, who are the daughters of some 
of His,,Majesty’s most distinguished Generals. The dis- 
carded ladies have been awarded small pensions for life, 
and have been informed that they may marry again if they 
ко desire and if opportunity should offer. In tire prevailing 
slump in the matrimonial market the latter contingency is 
regarded as being somewhat remote. 


Affairs in Somaliland, ~ The War Office early this 
week issued the following telegram from the officer com 
manding the lines of communication: “ Galkayu occupied 
on morning of March 8 by mounted ps, remainder 
mounted troops March 4, remainder of column March 5 
Manning." Describing the advance, Reuter's special corre- 
spondent says the enemy hung on to the British scouts, and 
firing was desultory.

Happily the victims of the 
wanton attacks in the Scottish seaport have not succumbed 
to their injuries, but. two women lie'in hospital suffering 
from severe wounds inflicted in each case by a man described 
as well dressed, and between twenty-five and thirty years of 
age. ‘The women were induced to accompany the stranger 
to obscure courts in a low Дәкен of the town and there 
stabbed, both assaults taking place within half an hour 
of each other. The police һауе as yet no clue as to the 
identity of the assailant.

Fighting the Flames.—When there із a huge 
riverside fire in London the sight from the opposite bank 
is one of the grandest imaginable. Spectators-on the 
north bank of the river Thames enjoyed such a spectacle 
last week when a fire of the most destructive character 
broke out on the premises of Messrs. Gillman and 
Spencer, 144., patent maltsters, at Gordon Wharf, Rother- 
hithe. The flames were first discovered in a large building 
of five floors, and within a quarter of an hour were lighting 
up the whole of the south side of the river.

Mr. Bourchier 
has since explained that he and Mr: Jones did 
not object to straightforward criticism, whether 
favourable or otherwise, but they refused to 
submit to personal. satire and to paragraphs in 
which the author and his work were held up to 
public ridicule. Meanwhile, several journals

Cannot Keep Her Silver Clean. 

It is very easy to keep silver clean and bright if 

it is in constant use ; if not in use it turns black, 

but the blackness does not signify. If it can be 
kept from the air the blackness will not come. 

To clean it, wash it in two baths of hot soapsuds, 

one after the other ; dry itimmediately with a fine 

dry cloth ; polish with a piece of chamois leather. 

Tf it looks dull, clean it with a littlezprepared 
| chalk made into a paste with sweet oil, or common 
| whitiug made into a paste with a little whisky. 
Whiting is nothing but powdered chalk freed 
from all rough particles, - Nothing rough should 
be used on silver. 

To a question about, -drinking black coffee, 
or cocoa with milk, after dinner, I reply that 
if my correspondent suffers. from ‘indigestion, 
she shouid give up coffee. I know that it is 
consjdered an aid to digestion, but it is a 
great mistake. Freshly made tea is more whole- 
some, but either taken immediately after dinner 
is bad. Sufferers from indigestion should not 
drink at meals at all, and very little for some 
time after eating. Drinking just before or at 
meals is bad for digestion, and so also is eating 
too much heavy food—or, indeed, too much food 
of any kind.

Cannot Keep Her Silver Clean. 
It is very easy to keep silver clean and bright if 
it is in constant use ; if not in use it turns black, 
but the blackness does not signify. If it can be 
kept from the air the blackness will not come. 
To clean it, wash it in two baths of hot soapsuds, 
one after the other ; dry itimmediately with a fine 
dry cloth ; polish with a piece of chamois leather. 
If it looks dull, clean it with a littlezprepared 
chalk made into a. paste with sweet oil, or coinmon 
whiting made into a paste with a little whisky. 
Whiting is nothing but powdered chalk freed 
from all rough particles. · Nothing rough should 
be used on silver. 

To a question about,.drinking black coffee, 
or cocoa with milk, after dinner, I reply that 
if my correspondent suffers. from ‘indigestion, 
she shouid give up coffee. I know that it is 
considered ап aid to digestion, but it is a 
great mistake. Freshly made tea is more whole- 
some, but either taken immediately after dinner 
is bad. Sufferers from indigestion should not 
drink at meals at all, and very little for some 
time after eating. Drinking just before or at 
meals is bad for digestion, und so also is eating 
too much heavy food—or, indeed, too much food 
of any kind.
